Q. What doth every {in deſerve ? 


A. Every ſin deſerveth God's wrath 
and curſe, both in this life, and that which 


is to come. F 


Q. What doth God require of us, that we may eſcape his 
wrath and curie, due to us for fin ? | 


A. To eſcape the wrath and curſe of 
God due to us for ſin, God requireth of 
us faith in ſeſus Chriſt, repentance unto 
life, with the diligent uſe of all the out- 
ward means, whereby Chriſt communt 


cateth to us the benefits of redemption. 
Q. What is faith in JESUS CHRIST? 


A. Faith in Jeſus Chriſt is a ſaving 
grace, whereby we receive and reſt up- 
on him alone for falvation, as he is offer- 


ed to us in the goipel. 
Q. What is fepentance unto life? 


A. Repentance unto life is a ſaving grace, 
whereby a ſinner out of a true ſenſe of his 
ſin, and apprehenſion of the mercy of God 
in Chriſt, doth with grief and hatred of his 
ſin, turn from it unto God, with full pur- 


poſe of,andendeavyourafter new obedience, 
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Q. What are the outward means, whereby Chriſt commu- 
ni-ateth to us the benefits of redemption ? 


A. The outward and ordinary mcans 
whereby Chriſt communicateth to us the 
benefits of redemption, are, his ordinan— 
ces, eſpecially the word, ſacraments and 


prayer, all which are made effectual to 


the clect for ſalvation. 
Q. How is the word made effectual to ſalvation ? 


A. The Spirit of God maketh the read- 
ing, but eſpecially the preaching of the 
word, an effectual means of convincing 
and converting ſinners, and of building 
them up in holineſs, and comfort through 


faith unto ſalvation. 


Q. How is the word to be read and heard, that it may be- 
come eſfe&tual to ſalvation ? 


A. That the word may become eſſec- 
tual to ſalvation, we mult attend thereun- 
to with diligence, preparation, and prayer, 
receive it with faith and love, lay it up in 


our hearts, and Practiſe. it in our lives. 
Q. How do the ſacraments become effectualme aus ef ſalvation? 


A. The ſacraments become eflectual 


means of ſalvation, not from ny virtue 


in them, or in him that doth adminiſter 
them, but only by the bleſſing of Chriſt, 
and the working of his Spirit in them 


that by faith receive them. 
Q. What is a ſacrsment? 


A. A ſacrament is an holy ordinance 
inſtituted by Chriſt, wherein, by fenſible 
ſigns, Chriſt and the benefits of the new 
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covenant are repreſented, ſealed, and ap- 


pled to believers. 
Q. What are the ſacraments of the New Teſtament ? 


A. The ſacraments of the New Teſta— 


nient are, baptiſm and the Lord's ſupper, 
Q. What is baptiſm ? 


A. Baptiſm is a ſacrament wherein the 
waſhing with watcr, in the name of the 
Father, and of the Son, and of the holy 
Ghoſt, doth ſignify and ſeal our ingraft- 
ing into Chriſt, and partaking of the be- 
nefits of the covenant of grace, and our 


engagement to be tho Lord's, 
Q. To whom is baptiſm to be =dminiſtred ?: 


A. Baptiſm is not to be adminiſtred to 


any that are out of the viſible church, 
till they profeſs their faith in Chriſt, and 
obedience to him; but the infants of ſuch 
as are members of the viſible church are 


to be baptized. 
Q. 5 is the LORD's SUPPER? 
A. The Lord's ſupper is a ſacrament, 


wherein, by giving and receiving, bread 
and wine, according to Chriſt's appoint- 
ment, his death is ſhewed forth; and the 
worthy receivers are not after a corporal 
and carnal manner, but by faith made 
partakers of his body and blood, with all 
his benefits to their ſpiritual nouriſhment, 
and growth in grace. 


Q. whatis required tothe worthyreceiving, of the Lord's! upper? 
. It is required of them that would 
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orthily partake of the Lord's ſupper, 
hat they examine themſelves, of their 
cnowledge to diſcern the Lord's body, of 
heir faith to feed upon him, of their re- 
entance, love, and new obedience ; leſt 
oming unworthily, they eat and drink 
judgment to themſelves, 

Q. What is Prayer ? | 

A. Prayer is an offering up of our de- 
fires to God, for things agreeable to his 
will, in the name of Chriſt, with confeſ- 
ſion of our fins, and thankful acknow- 


ledgment of his mercics. 


Q. What rule hath God given for our direction in 
prayer ? 


A. The whole word of God is of uſe 
to direct us in prayer, but the ſpecial rule 
of direction, is that form of prayer which 
Chriſt taught his diſciples, commonly cal- 


Ved, The LOR D' PRAYER. 


Q. What doth the preface of the Lord's prayer teach us? 
A. The preface of the Lord's prayer 
which is (Our Father which art in heaven) 
tcacheth us, to draw near to God with all 
holy reverence and confidence, as children 
to a father, able and ready to help us; and 


that we ſhould pray with and for others. 
Q. What do we pray for in the fir{t petition ? | 


A. In the firſt petition, which is, (Hal- 
oed be thy name,) we pray that God would 
enable us and others to glorify him in all 
that whereby he maketh himſelf known, 
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own glory, 

Q. What Co we pray for in the ſecond petition ? 

A. lu the ſecond petition, which is, (% 
kingdom come,) We pray, that Satan's king- 
dom may be deſtroyed, and that the king- 
dom of grace may be advanced, ourſelves 
and others brought into it, and kept in it, 


and that the kingdom of glory may be 
haſtned. 


Q. What do we pray for in the third Petition? 

A. In the third petition, which is, (Thy
